With a careful exanination of 
the fcet to see what corrective 


measures are needed fore their 
improvment—both in healt] and 
beauty. ; 
Giving the feet a regular pedi- 
cure is one of the frst impor- 
tent measures. Set aside a little 
time each week for filing the 
rajls and giving the feet a mas- 
sage treatinent. Instead of 
chaping the toenails into points 
or rounded tips. they should be 
filed almost straight across with 
enly the slightest curve and they 
should be kept short. If you file 
the nails down too much af the 
corners, your shoes wil! press the 
flesh ‘aver the sides and this 
continued pressure and irritation 
may cause the dread in-grown 
teenail. 

After the nails have been 
Shaped, soak the fect in warm 
soapy water then scrub them 
gently with a hand brush. Rub 
off as much dead skin and cu- 
ticle as you can with your towel 
end then if necessary, dip an 
orange wood stick in cuticle re- 
mover, wrap the tip in cotton 
and re-dip in the liquid. Work 
around ‘and under each toenail 
as carefully as you would. your 
finger nails. If there are any 
sersitive spots around the toe- 
nails it is a good idea to treat 
them with peroxide or some 
cther mild antiseptic. 

Do not cut the excess cuticle 
but apply a generous amount of 
mineral or olive oil ang work it 
well into the cuticle and around 
the toes. Do avoid cutting, since 
it is So easy to cut into live fiesh 
and the feet ale more likely to 
infection than any other part of 
the, body. If you go to a swim- 
miyg, poo! occasionaily you can 
touch up your toenails with gay 
polish, but. do not make a prac- 
tice of polishing your toenails. 
It is much more healthful and 
attractive to buff them to im- 
prove their texture and color 
and improve the circulation. 
Removing small _ calloused 
spots on the feet is a part of the 
pedicure. Soften the calloused 
spot by soaking or auring your 
evening bath and rub off as 
much of the dead skin as pos- 
sible with. a rough towel. Then 
eut a small piece of moleskin 
(a special adhesive material for 
this purpose that you can get at 
any @ugstore) and press over 
the cal:oused spot. Remove the 
Cld ‘piecs. and repeat the treat- 
ment after each bath. These 
spots. can, also be removed a 
little at a time with powdered 
pumice. 

Other foot blemishes. like 
corns can be treated at home if 
you are careful to follow the di- 
rections given with the various 
remedies on the market. Seri- 
cus corns or bunions should be 
treated by a chiropoaist, 

Whether your feet sgem to 
need it or not, they should have 
a simple daily massage. It stim- 
ulates circulation, changes and 
relaxes the tiny muscles in the 
feet and generally rests them. 
After baihing the feet, dry them 
carefully toen apply a generous 
amount cf cleansing cream over 
the feet, > :tweeh the toes and 
over the nkles and legs. Work 
this crcam isto the skin by gen- 
tle finger wanipulations begin- 
ning with your toes and finally 
vith sweeping movements from

JUICY APPLES 


NOW ARE RIPE | ... 


By JUDITH WiLSON 


HE old adage, “An apple a 

day keeps the doctor away,” 
shouldn’t be taken too literally 
when you expect a doctor to 
dine with you. Almost everyone 
likes.apples—-even declors—since 
they do not seem tuo consider 
this historic fruit a serious 
ness rival. 

To most people, ui anple is 
just an apple. Few reahv> thet 
there are hundreds of varieties 
grcwn in this country every year 
—-each kind with its own char- 
acteristics of shape. size, flavor 
and appearance. Some kinds aie 
best for eating raw. others for 
beking or making luscious pies, 
still other. kinds for sauce. But 
all of them possess certain fun- 
damental virtues—vifamins and 
mineral elements which help to 
preserve health. 


* Apple Pie 


Whatever your favorite variety, 
now is the time to get apple- 
conscious. Being app'e conscious 
means first of all — apple pie. 
And there are dozen of tricks 
with apple pies. For instance, 
you can add grated cheese to 
the pie crust to get a crispy, 
light, golden texture and tantai- 
izng flavor when combined with’ 
the spicy flavor of appies Is im- 
possible to beat, 

And the amateur homemaker, 
who thinks she just can’t make 
good pie crust should try this 
recipe for a very special pie with 
raisins. added to the filling for 
contrasting flavor. The crust is 
guaranteed failure - proof. How 
come? Take twelve large soda 
crackers,and roll them very fine. 
Add one-third of a cup of soft- 
ened butter and one tablespoon 
sugar. Mix thoroughly and press 
the mixture firmly against the 
sides and bottom of a buttered 
pie pan. Cook three-fourths cup 
raisins and one-half cup sugar 
with one-half cup water. Blend 
ene tablespoon cornstarch into 
one-fourth cup cold water and 
add to the raisin mixture. Cook 
for five minutes. Peel apples and 
slice very thin, enough to make 
two and one-half cups. Arrange 
these in the prepared pie shell 
ang pour the hot raisin mixture 
ever them. Bake in a moderate 
oven for twenty to twenty-five 
minutes or until the apples are 
tender. This makes one eight- 
inch pie.

Don’t assume that ple is the 
only good way to serve apples. 
Bake them in their skins, stuff 
them with sausages, stew them, 
fry them —if you’ haven’t tried 
fried apples for breakfast along 
with fried mush or sausages or 
chops, you’ve missed a real treat.

Great Britain’s Modern 
Nelson ... “Evans of the 
Broke’”’ 


Nor long ago news seeped out 
of Africa that Phineas Mc- 
Intosh a British stibject, had 
been tried and punished by a 
native court of the Bamangwato 
tribe, for his treatment of native 
women. Rear-Admiral Edward 
Radcliffe Garth Russell Evans, 
Commander -in-Chief of the 
British: African Naval station 
and acting High-Commissioner, 
when apprised of the situation 
rushed from Durban to Serowe, 
Bechuanaland, to investigate 
into the flogging of the white 
Juan. 

What happened after his ar- 
vival in the jungle is general 
news. Admiral Evans landed 
two hundred marines and three 
howitzers, held a court and up- 
held Chief Tshekedi in that he 
banished’ McIntosh from native 
territories. However, the chief 
was suspended temporarily ‘and 
then restored to power. 

Rear-Admiral Evans s regard- 
ect as a modern Neison of the 
bitish navy. At an early age he 
showed Signs of hecomihg impu- 
dently adventurous and because 
of this ‘spirtt which led to his 
expulsion’ from a laeding Eng- 
lish school. His father, Frank 
Fyvans, a barrister planned that 
bis son ‘should follow the law, 
but the future admiral had nis 
cwn plans. 

Joining the navy at sixteen, 
Evans was made a sub-lieutenant 
three years later and served in 
the steam yacht Monring, which 
was the relief ship to the Dis- 
covery Antarctic Expedition in 
1902. Promotions followed and 
in 1809, he was appointed second 


in command of the expedition 
vhen Captain Scott met his 
Geath. 


His first wife died in 1913 and 
his second wife, the former Elsa 
Andvord, was described as one 
of the most beautiful women in 
Norway. The Admiral’s proposal 
to her was typical of his delight- 
ful impudence. On one of his 
frequent visits to Norway he was 
in Miss Andvord’s company 
when she said that she would 
like to marry a most fearless and 


courageous man. ‘Why don't 
you, then?” said Evans. They 
we.2 married in 1916. 

* a * 
T WAS in the World War, 


however, that Admiral Evans 
distinguished himself. The great- 
est episode which gave him his 
nickname, “Evans of the Broke,” 
occurred on the night of April 
20.1917. The British destroyers 
Swift in charge of Commander 
Ambrose Peck, and the Broke 
under Commander Evans, were 
patrolling the Straits of Dover, 
when they suddenly came upon 
a line of six German destroyers 
heading in the opposite direc- 
fiou. 

The Germans opened fire but 
Peck put his helm hard over in 
an attempt to ram the nearest of 
the enemy ships. In the dark- 
ness, smoke and gunfire flashes, 
Commander Peck miscalculated 
and shot past his intended vic- 
tim and through the Gorman 
Inne. Meanwhile, the Brcie 
blazed away with all guns and 
making a sudden turnings 
manoeuver, sent a torpedo into 
the midship of one of the Ger- 
man destroyers. ‘Shen with 
typical Evans’ fearlcssness, he 
headed straight fur another of 
the enemy’s ships and rammed 
her hard in the middle. During 
the few minutes that the vessels 
were locked together many Ger- 
man sailors attempted to rush 
the Broke, but Evans already 
had men on the forecastle armed 
with pistols, rifles and cutlasses, 
ready to repel boarders. 

Breaking away from the sink- 
ing German destroyer, Comman- 
der Evans, with his ship badly 
damaged by the terrific impact 
and enemy shellfire, then sought 
further trouble and with a well- 
aimed torpedo found the hull of 
his third victim. By this time 
the Broke Was in bad shape. A 
shell had struck her boiler room 
bursting the main steam pipe, 
she was. on fire in numerous 
places and her bow was crum- 
pled, but most of hér guns were 
still, fntact. In this condition 

e¢ Broke could not pursue the 
rémaining three German de- 
stvoyers. , ; 

Commander Evans then decid- 
ed to turn his attention to his 
first victim. One of these was 
burning fircely and another slow- 
ly sinking. This one in a last 
gasp opened fire on the Broke, 
but she was soon silenced and 
sunk. Uimping along on the low 
steam pressure available, the 
Broke approached the burning 
destroyer and stood by until she 
soenk, running the great risk of 
being blown to pieces if the 
stricken ship’s powder magazine 
exploded. 

While in Chinese waters in 
1821, Admiral Evans nad an- 
cther adventure. In command 
of the Cruiser Carlisle. he came 
upon the steamer Hong Moh, 
with, 1,100 passengers aboard 
when she struck rocks off Swa- 
tcw. The high waves prevented 
life-hoats from being lowered 
and getting alongside the strick- 
ei. Steamer. Evans with a rope 
tied around his waist jumped 
itito “the icy sea and swam to the 
Hong Moh. Once aboard he 
rigged, ropes whereby the fright-
